LONDON,  Jan.  20. — Gen.  Denikine,  leader  of  the  anti-Bolshe- 
viki  forces  in  Southern  Russia,  has  formed  a  new  Cossack  Government, 
with  Novo  Rossysk  as  the  capital,  according  to  adviees  received  here. 
H  fo  declared  ihtt  the  i«eei^ti  of  the  aew  giDvernment  by  the  people 
fi^tpparenlly  favorable. 

The  situation  in  South  Russia,  according  to  official  dispatches 
■Hated  January  16,  is  as  follows: 

"In  the  Caucasus,  insurgent  attacks  against  Derbent  had  been 
repulsed  and  the  Bolshevik!  advance  toward  P^alskovaya  likewise  had 
htesi  repulsed. 

"The  Caucasus  army  was  holding  the  line  astride  the  Baritsin- 
-Jgkttcrlnodar  railway,  1 20  miles  southwest  of  Baritsin. 


"Farther  west,  Bolsheviki  attempts  to  pass  the  Don  l?iver  had  been 
tauSccessful,  but  a  «nall  party  had  gained  the  left  of  the  stream  south 
-^.Nakhichoaven. 

"In  the  direction  of  the  Crimea  the  Bolsheviki  lu^d  reached  a  line 
Iwenty  miles  north  of  the  Chonj;ar  isthmus."

Passes  Out  of  Existence  Without  Settling  Adriatic 
Question — Jugo-Slav  Reply  Rejects  Italian 
Proposals,  and  Presents  What  Is  Called 
Supreme  Effort  at  Agreement 


PREMIER  OF  ITALY 

REFUSES  TO  ACCEPT 


Signor  Nitti  Now  Declares  That  His  CiOuntry  Will 
Insist  on  Execution  of  Treaty  of  London 
With  Britain  and  France — Various 
Matters  at  Final  Meeting

Sijtiior  Nitti,  the  lt;ili;m  Premier,  left 
this  eveiiin)^  for  Rome,  and  Mr.  I):i\  id  1  lowi  Cieorco,  tho  British  Prime 
Minister,  will  depart  fur  Enjjlaiid  taniurmw  nuirainj;.  M.  Clemenceau 
indicated  this  evening  that  he  would  turn  over  the  artairs  of  the 

With  the  disbanding  of  the  Supreme  Council  w  ithout  a  settlement 
of  the  Adri.itic  question,  Premier  Nitti,  of  Italy,  declared  he  stood  by 
his  ultimatum  that  if  the  Jugo-Slavs  did  not  accept  Italy's  terms  he 
would  withdraw  his  compromise  ofTer,  and  that  Italy  will  demand  that 
France  and  Great  Britain  execute  purely  and  Simply  the  Treaty  of 
London,  of  April,  I9l5. 

Prior  to  the  breaking-up  of  the  Council,  the  Jugo-Slav  reply  to 
Italy's  demands  had  been  presented.  Signor  Nitti  declared  the  terms 
unacceptable.  The  Jugo-Slav  note  said  it  constituted  "the  supreme 
effort"  of  Jugo-Slavia  to  bring  about  an  agreement  with  Italy.  This 
fact,  taken  in  connection  'with  Premier  Mtti's  statement,  appafcn^iy 
leaves  the  situation  a  tense  one. 

The  Jugo-Slavs  accept  internationalization  under  the  l.eague  of 
Nations  for  Fiume  and  Zara,  concede  to  Italy  the  Islands  of  Dussin 
and  Felapoza,  and  agree  to  the  demilitarization  of  the  Mfiatle  Islaftds 
with  the  condition  that  the  Island  of  Lissa  remain  Jugo-Slav. 

The  right  of  the  Italians  in  Dalmatia  to  choose  Italian  nationality 
without  leaving  Jugo-Slavia  is  recognized  by  the  Jugo-Slavs,  who  also 
agree  that  latlian  national  rights  in  Dalmatian  industries  shall  be  guar- 
anteed by  an  internalioiial  convention.  They  refuse  to  make  any 
alteration  of  the  line  dfiiira  by  President  Wilson,

Oravaa.  com- 
mander of  the  American  eapadltlon- 
ary  forces  In  Siberia,  that  the  War 
Department  had  jrdered  hiH  com- 
mand to  Manila,  he  has  made  no 
statements  regarding  the  evacuation. 

American  troops  continue  their 
movemei^t  from  the  railroad  sectors 
toward  Vladivostok  and  vicinity, 
which  remain  comparatively  free 
from  polttloal  dlaturbancae,  tha  flrat 
troop  trains  from  Bpaaakoo  arrived 
laaf  night,  but  tha  men  woro  unable 
to  board  tha  transport  Oreat  North- 
am,  baeauaa  abo  was  unable  to  dock 
owing  to  a  bllasard,  and  now  Is  frosen 
in  the  ice  at  Churkln  Point. 

The  Japanese  claim  ignorainoe  of 
any  change  from  the  original  Japan- 
ese-Am«|ican  agreament  regarding 
the  sibarian^  poUoy.

OTTAWA;  Jan.  30.— The  Board  of 
Railway  oammlselonara  thla  morn- 
ing reaerved  dodaian  on  tha  applica- 
tion of  tho  dnadlan  raltwayu  for  a 
postponement  M  the  boards  order 
with  regard  to  Joint  freight  tariff. 
Last  August  the  board  Issued  an  or« 
der  Instructing  the  railways  to  adopt 
Joint  tariffs  where  freight  must  be 
shipped  over  two  or  more  fines  and 
aoMponing  tha  publication  of  these 
tarifli.  The  chief  traflle  oflleer  of 
the  hoard,  JaaMs  Hardwalt  UMde  a 
report  (jontalnlng  recommandattena 
with  regard  io  (he  new  tariffs,  which 
is  considered,  a  basis  for  the  order. 

The  rallwaya  this  morning  asked 
for  a  re-hearing  of  the  whole  mat- 
ter on  the  ground  that  the  conrilng 
amalgamation  of  the  Grand  Tnink 
with  tha  Canadian  Natlehal  •  Rall- 
waya eyatem  altered  the  eltuatlen, 
and  also  because  certain  practical 
features  of  the  mattar  had  not  boon 

considered. 

The  hearing  was  featured  by  a  few 
rather  forcible  remarks  from  Chief 
Commissioner  Carvell  with  regard  to 
tha  orders  of  the  board.  Ha  was  Im- 
presMd,  he  said,  by  tha  fact  that 
none  of  the  Judgments  of  the  board 
appeared  to  be  cehsldered  as  tlnal.

Mr.  W.  C.  Chlsholm,  appearing  for

An- 
other furnace  rests  In  a  pool  of  water. 
Another  one  shares  a  room  used  for 
llnrn  sorting.  In  yet  another  case

Wards  eontaining  many  more  beds 
than  they  were  planned  for  were 
shown  to  the  Klwanlans.  A  mater- 
nity ward  filled  to  overflowing  was 
one  of  the  sights  that  met  their  eyes. 
They  paused  at  the  babies'  section 
long  enough  to  wonder  why  the  new- 
comers were  not  all  jnlzod  up  bow 
leesly  by  the  naroaa.  There  woro  oven 
patieatB  on  bud*  in  the  'oorrtddn. 
Many  of  the  private  rooMa  were  hold- 
ing a  number  of  patients  who  paid 
public  ward  rates  Instead  of  private 
room  rates.

— Memberif  of 
the  Laborite  parliainentary  delega- 
tion which  will  travel  through  Ire- 
land to  gain  a  lir.s(-hand  view  of 
conditions  In  this  country  arrived 
here  last  night.  No  rcreptlon  was 
orKHnlsod.  and  nobody  but  an  of- 
ficial representative  of  the  Caatle  met 
the  party  at  ttie  dock. 

Rooms  at  the  Mansion  IIou.se  had 
been  allotted  the  delegation  by  the 
Ijord  Mayor,  but  owing  to  the  change 
in  the  composition  of  tbe  corporation 
resulung  rrom  mnn  Fein  victories  ^n 
the  municipal  election  this  prvllege 
was  cancelled  and  tho  visitors  ar- 
ranged for  accommodations  at  the 
hotel. 

It  is  announced  they  will  conduct 
Interviews  there,  but  members  of  the 
Sinn  Fein  will  not  accept  the  Invita- 
tion to  call,  but  are  willing  to  re- 
ceive the  members  of  Parliament  if 
thfy  will  fo  to  Sinn  Fein  headquax- 
ters.  One  dlRlculty  with  this  pro- 
gramme Is  that  the  Sinn  Fein  is  an 
illegal  organization.  and  does  not 
possesB  an  ofllclal  home.  Transport 
workers  have  .hitherto  been  taking 
the  same  attitude  as  the  Sinn  Fein, 
which  they  nominally  support. 

Among  those  who  have  declared 
their  intention  to  lay  their  views  be- 
fore the  visitors  are  ofhdals  of  the 
Dublin  trades  unions,  the  National 
Teachers'  Union,  the  Belfast  Labor 
Party  and  the  Dominion  League.  In 
addition  representatives  of  the  Union- 
ist party  will  caH.  No  public  func- 
tions, have  been  arranged,,  and  no 
speeches  are  cont<|»mi>1ated.

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TERIJOKI,  Finland.  Jan.  Rus- 
sians who  were  deported  from  the 
United  States  wore  given  what  might 
be  ternWd  VI  official  reeeptloit  Just 
outside  this  village  today.  In  the 
crowd  that  greeted  Alexander  Berk- 
man,  Emma  Goldman  and  their  "com- 
rades" was  M.  Zorlen.  mombor  of  the 
all-sovle|  oxoctttlva  oommtttoe.  who. 
after  is  1>rlef  eonferenee  with  fierk- 
man,  agreed  to  permit  the  whole 
party  to  enter  Bolshevik  Russia. 
'  "There  is  no  question  they  will  be 
welcomed  in  Russia,"  said.  M.  Sor- 
ien.  "We  will  give  them  work  ac- 
cording to  their  professions  and 
tradiis.  but  first  we  must  provide 
them  with  comfortabte--l|Ol—  and 
feed  them  well." 

Madame  Gorky,  i#R!e  oi  the  novelist, 
said  when  she  met  the  deportees: 
"Russia  opens  her  arms  to  all  who 
are  politically  perseevtad." 

There  was  a  slifjit  delay  In  getUng 
in  touch  with  the  Bolshevlkl,  whose 
Ilnea  were  about  a  mile  distant  from 
the  brook  marking  the  frontier  of  the 
soviet  territory.  When  finally  a  con- 
ference had  been  arryinged,  Berkman, 
ace^panied  by  Finnish'  officers  and' 
newspaper  correspondents,  went  out 
on  the  Ice,  meeting  the  Bolshevlkl  In 
the  middle  of  the  stream.  Both 
parties  conspicuously  displayed  white 
flags,  the  one  carried  by  the  Bol- 
shevlkl soldier  being  «  tablecloth  tied 
to  a  red  pole.  After  a  flihort  parley 
the  soviet  offloors  summoned  the 
members  of  the  soviet  committee  of 
Petrograd^  which  included  Joseph 
Felndeberg,  former  British  Labor 
leader,  and  M.  Sorlen.  The  commit- 
tee was  conducted  to  TeriJOWi  Where 
a  conference  was  held. 

On  the  way  back  to  the  village  M. 
Zorlen  told  Berkman  that  -  Admiral 
Koltchak  had.boeh  matde  prisoher  Hi 
Siberia.  This  news  was  shouted  to 
other  deportees,  who  were  leaning 
out  of  the  windows  of  the  tntHi.  and 
was  received  with  cheers.  ' 

Shortly'  aftor  the  «oeWoo  to 
celve  the  deportees,  the  whole  party 
detrained  at  a  point  where  a  wood 
road  loaves  the  railway  and  ruuH  to- 
wards the  forest.  A  few  who  were 
unable  to  walk  were  placed  In  slelghk, 
Finnish  soldiers  guarded  the  road, 
and  the  transfer  was  made  without  a 
hitch. 

Captain  Bmlle  Nielsen  of  tbe 
British  I^ed  Cross,  entered  soviet  itttS* 
sia  with  the  deportees  for  the  pur- 
pose of  arranging  a  shipment  of  sup- 
plies to  British  prisoners.  The  train 
waited  for  him  at  Vlborg,  and  it  was 

not  until  9  o'clock  tbit  momlng  th4t 
It  reached  Terljokl.  '  , 

CendlttmM  have  considerably  Ink* 
proved  In  Petrograd,  according  to  M. 
Zorlen,  who  said  everyone  there  was 
getting  one  and  a  quarter  pounds  of 
Mead  per  day.  There  was  compara- 
tlvely  ^ttlo  Idleness  land  wooll  and 
fuel  were  more  abundant,  making  life 
more  pleasant  than  heretofore,  he 
said.  Tlio  prreatest  difficulty  had  been 
experienced  In  gettitig  coal  to  operate 
HiMorisis,  but  redenlly  as  a  result  of 
Improved  transportation  some  had 
been  brought  up  from  the  south,  M. 
Zorlen  spoke  enthusiastically  of  an 
experiment  begun  last  week  In  or- 
ganising military  foroea  for  wOrk. 

"Our  crack  third  «rmy,  which  was

The  voice  that  sounds  most  like  a 
prophet  today  In  the  T'nlted  States  Is 
the  voice  of  President  Wilson.  If  a 
vote  were  to  be  taken  undet^  the 
Stars  and  S;.rlpes  tomorrow  on  the 
peace  treaty  atid  the  tMgw  of  Na- 
tions, a  vast  majority  would  stand 
beside  President  Wilson.

Second,  the  speaker  placed  the 
Circle  of  Fatherhood.  Through  no 
fault  of  bin  own,  the  father  could  not 
wholly  protect  the  new-born  babel 
But  he  could — and  should — fulfil  thla 
by  protecting  the  mother. 

"The  father,  to6,  Is  a  fac^tor  in  the 
moral  and  religious  upbuilding  of  the 
child,  altheui^  at  first  he  la  further 
away  from  tho  aeat '  o'  influenoa.  Tha 
day  eomaa  in  tha  hlatory  of  tha  boy 
when  the  father  eoanta  mora  in  tha 
religious  upbuilding  than  tha  moOiar." 

The  headmaster  uf  Eton  was  quoted 
to  show  that  If  religion  meant  noth- 
ing to  the  boy's  father  it  was  foolish 
to  expect  the  growing  youth  to  take 
the  example  of  the  schoolmaster  in 
this  respect.  The  father  must  not 
complain  if  the. boy  exalts  him  to  the 
position  of  eeliglous  oracls.  The  de- 
sire to  be  like  his  father- was  a  per- 
teotly  natural  Incllnatleto  with  a  boy.

If  we 
do  not  have  something  like  the 
League  of  Nations  there  is  nothing 
before  your  bpya  but  another  heca- 
tomb of  hidod.  We  mvitt  teach 
PMce." 

Mother,  Plithiir,  the  Home— yiese 
first  th^e  ware  fha  'atrottgeit  factors 
Influenolnir  the  chHd.  "TherO'  were 
factors  that  tended  to  deotroy  their 
influence.  Increased  fadlltiea  of 
travel,  pleasures,  "picturitis,"  "motor- 
Itls,"  social  and  public  engagements. 

"There  are  some  women  who  have 
a  vocation  for  public  work.  But  at 
the  same  time  it  must  not  be  done  at 
the  sacrifice  of  our  little  children,"  he 
maintained.  There  were  exaggerated 
views  of  liberty— rpartlcularly  notice- 
able In  Amerlfja,  not  altogether  absent 
In  Caaada.  With  tlUa  waa  oontmated 
Um  daapotic  relations  of  the ,  father 
with  his  child  ip  EngiaaA  Of  flfty 
years  ago.  The  spirit  of .  ootai^aahlp 
had  come  to  replace  this  otdar  and 
harder  relationship.

"If  thpra  to  aeythiaiK'  that  will  keep 
a  boy  from  1^  vadlaaa'  paUl'  it  i«  the 
commdaiMp  a  good '  father,"  he 
averred,  "we  must,  hoapsver,  couple 
up  something  of  the  <m  obedience 
"With  tho  new  friendship."  

One  of  ths  criticisms,  made  by  the 
Dean  of  the  modern  boy  was  his  ten- 
dency to  dishone.sty — dishonesty  in 
the  old  sense,  and  a  certain  intellec- 
tual dishonesty— a  tendency  to  keep 
all  his  intellectual  wares  In  the  front 
window." 

"One  thinr  we  havo  In  Bni(land 
that  wa  have  not  yot  In  Canada.  We 
havo  par  dtohonaat  men,  but  they  are 
aahamad — afraid—^  being  found  out. 
But  I  tim  not  so  sure  that  in  Canada 
they  do  care.  There  is  a  body  of 
public  opinion  in  Engiapd.  that  asakoa 
the  rogue  sensitive.' 

In  conclusion,  the  speaker  advo- 
cated the  revival  of  religion  in  the 
home.  Introduction  of  some  reHgious 
teaohlng  in  tho  schools.  "My  .  con- 
caption  of  salvation  im  making  people 
happy,  healthy  and  holy— theaa  things 
which  wm-.  vMjia  Canada  Worthy  of 
the  nt«n^  wJio.tfoflgUM)d  Jt.,and  act  it  on 
Ita  way.  Tovr  homes  must  be  some- 
thlns  mere  than  dormitories — places 
where  the  children  come  home  to 
sleep  and  be  fed.  You  must  not  have 
only  the  schools  and  the  streets  clean, 
but  you  must  see  that  your  children

Provincial  Government  Now 
Ready  to  Inaugurate  Work 
on  Great  Suntas  fieclanna- 
timfi  Schennei 


Culmination  of  the  agitation  which 
haa  keen  under  way  for  years  to  the 
end  that  an    adaoaata  radaakatloa 

scheme  might  be  Inaugurated  to  drain 
the  Sumas  Lake  and  render  available 
for  agricultural  purpose«i  some  IV.ttOO 
acres  of  land,  is  about  to  be  reached. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Cabi- 
net yesterday  morning  It  waa  decided 
to  at  oaoe  call  for  bids  for  the  first 
portloB  of  the  work  to  ho  under- 
taken. .  Bids  will  be  expected  to  be 
in  within  thirty  days  of  the  advertise- 
ment appearing  In  the  papers. 

The  plans  as  now  prepared  contem- 
plate a  work  that  will  call  for  an 
aggregate  expenditure  of  about  11.- 
500,000.  The  bids  about  to  be  called 
for  cover  the  dyking  and  ditcl^ng  p^rt 
of  the  project,  work  that  will  In- 
volva  the'  remOval  of  between  three 
and  four  million  cubic  yards  tf  ma- 
terial. The  earth  removed  in  the 
ditching  operations  will  be  utilized 
In  the  construction  of  the  long  dyke 
by  uiilch  the  high  waters  of  the 
Fraaet  BIyar  wlU  be  kept  back  from 
the  laada.  fubseqoent  contracts 
covering  the  pumping  machinery  and 
drainage  appliances  will  be  let. 

Already  a  score  of  leading  con- 
tracting firms  have  been  figuring  on 
the  work,  and  it  Is  expected  that 
there  will  be  keen  competition  among 
them  to  land  the  contract. 

The  preparation  of  plans,  estimates, 


etc,  have  been  carried  on  by  Mr. 
dlnclalr,  engineer,  but  the  question 
of  appointing  a  construction  engineer 
has  ^  not  yet  been  dealt  with  by  the 
Government. 

Hon.  E.  D.  Barrow,  Minister  ot 
Agriculture,  stated  sreaterday  that  he 
is  delighted  the  long  discussed  project 
haa  reached  the  point  where  actual 
work  thereon  can  be  commenced.  The 
reclamation  of  the  Sumas  Lake  lands 
will  be  one  of  the  moot  important 
of  its  kind  to  be  undertaken^  and  Its 
outcomo  will  be  the  plaeing  under 
development  an  area  of  great  aari^ 
cultural  possibilities,  he  said. 

The  j»lan  adopted  by  the  Govern- 
ment In  flna^clOB  tl|ia  work  is  to  ad- 
vance the  moa«r  taro^gh  the  Pro- 
vincial Land  Settlement  Bord,  the 
chairman  and  other  members  of 
which  have  been  named  Dyking  Com- 
miasionars  for  that  district..  The  out- 
lay win'  be  largely  taken  care  of  by 
the  sale  of  the  reclaimed  lands  and 
by  assessments  upon  present  land 
owners  to  be  benefited.  Also  a  con- 
siderable area  of  the  reclaimed  lands 
belon|a  tha  Dominion  Oovamment, 
which  will  tura.  thoRt  ipver  to  the 
Province,  and  these  will  1l>e  sold.

Miss  Helen  Stewart,  Who  Vis- 
ited Ndson,  l^evelstoke, 
Etc.,  Representing  Library 
Commrsslon,  Reports. 


Miss  Helen  Stewart,  who,  repre- 
senting the  British  Columbia  Library 
Commission,  has  been  visiting  in  the 
Kootenay  Country  for  the  past  two 
weeks  for  the  purpose  of  putting  for- 
ward a  plan  for  co-operative  library 
service  In  the  chief  centres,  returned 
to  Victoria  yesterday,  evidently  re- 
markably impreasad  With  tbe  eager- 
nssB  of  the  paoplo  iof  that  ptfrt  of  the 
Piwaiaoa  to  iaoalva  at  tSa  aarllest 
passlbia  momaat  tha  dall  advantages 
of  the  J^ei  wMeh  was  passed  at  the 
last  aasslon  ot  tl^e  Legislature. 

"The  idea  of  the  Library  Act  waa 
to  propagate  libraries  throughout  the 
country.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  hot  done  much  to  advertise,  a 
great  many  inquiries  have  como 
through.  Nelson  was  one  of  the  flrst 
and  one  of  the  most  Insistent,  and  on 
arriving  there  I  found  that  they  al- 
ready had  a  lUtls  library  of  about 
two  thousand  volumes  belonging  19  a 
Idbnury  Cdmmittaa  formed  under  the 
Benavolant  Boelatlaa  Aet  Thay  wilt- 
ed to  become  tha  oentre  of  a  library 
system  under  the  Act.  They  were 
told  that  they  could  not  unless  their 
library  belonged  to  the  city,  and  we 
are  going  to  do  what  we  can  to  help 
them  to  get  throtigh  the  necessary 
by-law.  At  Revelstoke.  the  Women's 
Canadian  Club  had  already  taken  the 
library  nuitter  aP.  and  were  very  en- 
tbuahutlo  about  It.

W.  B.  (Bat)  M^terson,  veteran 
New  York  sporting  writer,  takes'  a 
rap  at  American  boxing  fans  and 
critics  for  their  unfair  treatment  of 
British  boxers  who  appear  in  the 
United  States.  In  dlgeuaslng  .the 
Witdo'dnttrfcby  -  V^lt  fn  rrho  New 
Telegraph  he  comments  as  follows: 

"Wilde  might  be  declared  the  win- 
ner If  he  knocked  his  opponent  stiff 
but  he'll  not  be  likely  to  win  a  de- 
cision on  points.  And  even  If  he 
should  happen  to  score  by  a  knoek> 
out  it's  no.  sure  thing  tlpat  he 
wouldn't  get  disquallflod  for  sdne- 
thlng  or  other.

Isherwood  Holds  Tliat  Ameri- 
can Shipbuilding,  fndustry 
Serious  Menance  to  Our 
Own— Urd  PIrrle  Says  Nol 


The  British  shlpptog  world  Is  some- 
what divided  in  its  opinion  of  whnt 
may  be  expected  from  the  eoihpotttton 
Ith  the  United  States  io  shipbulldtos,. 
Upon  his  retmrn  from  New  Torit,  J. 
W.  Isherwood,  the  inventor  of  ^he  Ish- 
erwood system  of  chip  construction, 
stated  that  the  American  competition 
will  be  real  and  live.  Lord  Pirrie  dis- 
counts It  very  much. 

Tho  mtonoa  of  optokm  is  rolatod 
in  Tho  lit^podl  Joarahl  of  Oom- 
meresL 

"Mr.  Isherwood  has  retumad  from 
tho  United  States  convinced  that  the 
American  shipbuilding  industry  is  a 
serious  menace  to  our  own.  while 
Lord  Pirrie  holds  fir  more  optimistic 
opinions  as  to  the  character  of  Amer- 
ican competition.  Until  Lord  Pirrie 
and  Mr.  Isherwood  made  their  pro- 
nouncements the  balance  of  opinion 
appeared  to  show  that  the  American 
shipbuilding  Industry  has  been  estab- 
lished on  a  baalg  iriUOh  constitutes 
a  serious  throat  to  our  old-ttaw  su- 
premacy  In  this  branch  Of  indbatryi . 

"Take,  ^or  example,  the  impressions 
which  Mr.  Isherwood  has  derived 
from  his  visit  to  many  of  the  newer 
American  yards.  He  tells  us  that 
fhey  have  been  most  carefully  laid 
out  for  rapid  and  economical  ship 
construction,  and  he  adds  that  many 
of  the  yards  have  achieved  a  rate  of 
production  much  to  advance  of  our 
own,  and  at  a  coat  at  which  he  frank- 
ly says  ho  Is  astdnlibed.  Hi  lays 
stress  on  several  points  Whklh  our 
workers  would  do  well  to  take  to 
heart.  One  is  the  broader  vlew^ 
which  Is  taken  by  unions  of  the  scope 
of  a  man's  Job,  and  that  capacity  is 
the  real  test  of  the  worker.  One  re- 
sult has  been  a  considerable  Bpeedlng 
up  of  output  and  another  is  that  the 
workmen  earn  high  wages,  which  are 
not  refloctod  to  an  Inorofised  eost  of 
labor  Whoa  tHiiad  by  tko  atShdard  of 
outpu|. 

speeding  Vp  Woslc 

"Mr.  Isherwood  will  not  have  It 
that  this  speeding  up  of  production 
has  resulted  in  inferior  work  in  Am- 
erican yards.  The  quality  of  the 
ships  is  quite  up  to  the  standard  set 
by  British  yards.  The  point  on  which 
emphasis  is  laid  by  Mr.  laherwood  is 
that  American  building  costs  are  not 
so  approolably  higher  than  those 
whicdi  obtato  to  thla  oeaatry  aa  to  put 
us  on  safe  ground.  Bo  supports  this 
statement  by  aotual  quotations  for 
steamers  of  10,000  drtulwelght  for  de- 
livery in  less  thtfn  six  months  of  from 
165  to  $170  per  ton.  He  leaves  us  to 
draw  our  own  conclusions  from  these 
facts,  which  have  come  within  his  own 
experience. 

"On  the  other  hand.  Lord  Pirrie 
thinks  we  oujrht  not  to  be  perturbed 
at  the  tncreass  In  the  American  out- 
put, but  that  for  aoaao  years  to  oome 
wd  ehou^  welcome  the  aid  gt^on  by 
Amorlean  yarde  to  produolng  tho  t<m- 
naga  noooesary  for  the  reeonstruotlon 
of  tho  world's  to^toatrlos.  This  great 
shipbuilding  magnate  thinks  that  Am- 
erica will  merely  take  the  place  which 
has  been  vacated  by  Germany,  but 
with  this  difference,  that  we  shall  be 
dealing  with  a  competitor  who  will 
fight  fairly,  and  not  hit  below  the  belt. 
Lord  Pirrie  does  not  agree  that  in  the 
matter  of  price  the  American  can 
compete  with  tho  British  shipbuilder, 
or,  tadted.  tiiat  Anierlean  shipping, 
badnd  br  h  lifniio  shlpbulidtog  todus- 
try.  Is  Uholy  to  bo  esthbUihed  on  the 
scale  whleh  some  people  believe. 

"This  optolon  Is  based  on  state- 
ments made  to  Lord  Pirrie  by  Ameri- 
can business  intere.sts  who  have  dis.- 
covered  that  it  i»  uaelesH  to  place 
orders  in  the  Unite l  States  for  ships 
they  required,  and  prefer  to  wait  until 
contracts  ceuld  be  placed  with  British 
yarda.  In  a  word.  Lord  Pirrlo  gives 
expression  to  a  belief  that  In  the  shlp- 
bulidtog and  shipping  arenaa  tlip  odds 
are  greatly  to  our  favor  If  wo  oara  to 
take  advantage  of  tho  flaot.** 

Xiord  Mrrio  quotes  a  won-hnown 
Amerlean  shlppor  to  tho  offoet  tl^  he 
and  others  are  loofctog  forward  to  tho 
day  when  they  can  operate  their  ves- 
sels as  before  the  war  under  British 
chaltoK'
